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On January 28th, the captioned individual visited Bureau Head- 
quarters and spoke to SA John W. O’Beirne, Crime Research Section. 


Schuchardt indicated that he had just left the Archives Building 
v. Ee re he is conducting research into the hearings conducted by the warr en 
Commission into the assassination of President Kennedy. He stated he wanted 
to i(K)k aTphotographs which were examined during the hearings and had been 
, unable to locate them. He said he was referring to those taken by Robert J. E. 
'/‘Hughes, MalcoImtJouch and HugluBctsiner. Schuchardt wondered, since this . 
material was not contained in the exhibits in the Archives, whether they could , 
be made available to him from FBI files. 


Schuchardt was informed that ail material gathered by the FBI 
was furnished to the Warren Commission for its review and eventual disposition. 
It-wns pointed out that while it was not known if the items were obtained by the 
cFBI or one of the other investigating agencies which assisted the Commission, 
nevertheless, it was the Commission's responsibility to dispose of all material 
in any way it saw fit. He was informed that everything pertaining to the Kennedy 
assassination which involved the FBI was furnished to the Commission and other 
correspondence in FBI files regarding this matter is available to other government 
agencies only through official channels. He was informed of the confidential 
nature of FBI’ files and that no information could be provided to him.
